ALLEGED SLANDER, 


ACTION AGAINST CLERGYMAN, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTION O'BYRNE AND A 


The hearing was meh of the action in 
which Mr. Conor Hogan, ex-T.D., of 13 
Crescent. Villas, -Glasneviu, Dublin, . claims 
damages against the Rev. Walter . Moloney, 
Roman Catholic curate, of Corofin, Ca Clare, 
for alleged slander stated. to have. been con- 
tained in a statement made by the defendant 
at, a public meeting at Corofin on 10th April, 
1927, regarding the appointment of a man 
named Thomas Meaney as stationmaster at: 
Corofin. The plaintiff alleged that the inten- 
tion of the defendant was to convey that the 
plaintiff was associated with criminals and 
assisted a criminal conspiracy. to intimidate 
Meaney from doing an act which he: was 
entitled to do. 
The. defendant denied having spoken or 
published any words bearing the meaning 
alleged by the plaintiff, and pleaded that the 
words spoken on the occasion complained ot 
were used in their ordinary meaning, and as 
so used were true in substance and in fact, 
and were spoken Sena fide at a public meet. 
ing. He also pleaded that the words were 
fair comment on a matter of publi¢ concern, 
and that the occasion of the alleged publica- 
tion was privileged, 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Joseph ‘O'Connor, 
K.C., and Mr. T. O'Donnell (instructed by 
Messrs. Duggan. and O'Reilly) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Rice, K.C.; Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, K.C., and Mr. Cullinan (instructed by 
Messrs. Kerin and Hickman) for the 
defendani. i 
Dr. Lombard Murphy, called on behalf oí 
the plaintiff, said that he remembered Mr. 
Conor Hogan attending the meeting of the 
directors of the West Clare Railway, of which 
witness was chairman, and asking for the 
support of the Board for John B. O'Sullivan 
for the position of stationmaster of Corofin. 
So far as he could recollect there never was 
any threat used to the Board, and if a threat 
had been used it would have been impressed 
on his memory, 

Thomas Murphy, late Secretary of the West 
Clare Railway Company, stated that he 
attended: the meeting of the directors referred 
to by Dr. Murphy. He recollected Mr. Hogan ' 
pleading for Mr. O'Sullivan, but no threats 
were used to his recollection. Witness had 
no recollection of Mr.Hogan using the phrase, 
“There is hope from the ocean and none from 
the grave.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rice, the witness 
stated that the minutes of the company were 
with the Great Southern Railway Company. 
He did not try te get them, as he was nut 
asked to bring them. 
John B. O'Sullivan stated that his father was 
stationmaster at Corofin for 45 years, and died 
in Mav, 1924. After his father died he went 
with Mr. Conor Hogan to see some of thoge 
who applied for the vacancy. Both Mr. 
Vaughan, Ennistymon, and Mr. Mallon, 
Ennis, agreed to withdraw their applications 
in his favour. . Subsequently they went and 


would mean promotion for him. Witness 
spoke of his mother, and said that if Meaney 
were appointed it would mean that witness 
and his mother would have no place to go. 
At a later date Mr. Hogan and the witness 
saw Meaney at Ennis: Station, and he said 
then that he had arrived at no decision. 
Wrtness was so grieved thinking of what 
might happen to. his mother that he started 
tu cry, and Mr. Hogan said ‘‘Stop that.” 
At the interview Meaney did not mention 
anything about.three men coming to him. It 
was not until a week after he came froin 
Dublin, and he. was appointed in the railway, 
that he heard -of.a visit by Malone and the 
two Hogans to Meaney. ' 
Cross-examined by . Mr. Cullinan, witness 
stated that Malone was a personal friend of 
his. Malone never suggested to witness that 
he would go on a drive of 40 miles to see 
Meaney for him. On the day he interviewed 
Meaney with Mr. Hogan. witness had no 
revolver with him nor did he threaten 
Meaney. Neither of the Hogans told him 
they were going to Meaney. 


MOTOR-OWNER’S EVIDENCE. 
Patrick O'Rahilly stated that he lived at 
Corofin and hired out motor cars.

Moloney in reference to the European War, 
that men fighting in the British Army were 
murdering tor money, Father Moloney never 
made any such statement, 
DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 

The Rev. Mathew Moloney, the defendant, 
examined by Mr. Cullinan, said that he had 
been twenty years a priest, and had been im 
Corofin since 1919.

KILKENNY VICAR’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing concluded of an appeal in 

connection with the administration suit of 


Heatley v. Rogers and others, brougi.t on 
behalf -of the Very Rev. John Percy Phair, 
vicar for the time being of the parish of 
St. John. in the City of Kilkenny, and Dean 
of Ossory, from. an order of Mr. Justice 
Johnston, dated 16th December, 1927, re- 
lating to a perpetual annuity of £120 at- 
tached to the Church of St. John. as created 
by the will of the late James St. John, dated 
8th June, 1872. the testator having died in 
the following year. 

The annvity, it appeared, had been left 
to the person who for the time being should 
be clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Ireland holding the office of vicar 
of the parish of St. John, in the City of 


now, it was stated, amounted to about £7,180. 
The bequest provided that such arrears should 
be payable to all those who had ceased to 
hold the office of vicar of the parish, or their 
personal representatives in the event of their 
death. The part of Mr. Justice Johnston's 
order appealed from was a declaration giving 
effect to that provision, that the persons who 
from time to time since the death of the 
testator had acted as vicars of the parish were 
entitled to the annuity, according to priority 
of date, or their personal representatives, and 
were to be paid from time to time out of the 
income now and hereafter becoming available 
for payment of the said annuity and the 
arrears of the annuity which accrued due to 
such persons respectively while acting as such 
vicars. Another portion of the order appealed 
from was the directiori of an inquiry as to 
who were the persons who had held the office 
of vicar of the parish since the death of the 
testator. 

The appellant sought an order in lieu 
thereof declaring the annuity of £120 to be a 
good charitable annuity for the benefit of the 
Parish of St. John, and declaring the Very 
Rev. John Percy Phair, as vicar of the parish 
for the time being, entitled to the annuity of 
£120 and all unpaid arrears thereof from time 
to time payable during such time as the Rev. 
John Percy Phair shall continue the office of 
vicar. 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that this was a charitable gift intended for 
the benefit of the parish, to be devoted to 
ecclesiastical purposes, and that the vicar for 
the time being could not apply it to his own 
benefit. 

For the respondent it was contended that 
it was a charitable gift for the endowment of 
the vicar for the time being, and was in- 
tended to be an augmentation or addition to 
his stipend, and that the vicar was entitled to 
apply it to his own support and maintenance.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) , 
Reserved jud ní Was delivered in the 
action heotight by. Patrick Hennessy against 
omas LL. Carroll, in which the plaintiff 
sought to reseind a contract, dated 4th March, 
1926. for the sale to him by the defendant of 
90 acres of the lands of Cush, Co. Limerick, 
for £2,800, and claimed a return of his de- 
posit of £700 and auctioneer’s fees, amount- 


ing to : 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, reíerred to the grounds on which 
the plaintiff sought to have the contract re- 
scinded, namely, that good title had not been 
shown, and, secondly, alleged misrepresenta- 
tion and fraud. Dealing with the second 
ground first, he said that he was satisfied 
that plaintiff was the only bidder at the auc- 
tion. It’ was plain that false. representation 
had been made by the vendor's agent, and 
for that reason. the plaintiff was entitled to 
a declaration of - recision of the contract. 
Under these circumstances it was unnecessary 
to decide the first question, but if it had been 
necessary to decide that question the view 
that he would have taken was, that the con- 
sent of the Land Commission was not neces- 
sary, having regard to the fact that there 
was no covenant against assignment or sub- 
letting in the original lease under which the 
premises were held. 
For the reason he had stated there must 
be a declaration that the plaintiff was en- 
titled to rescind the sale, and he would make 
an order for the return of the £700 paid on 
deposit and of the £140 paid as auctioneer’s 
fees and interest, or the total sum of £840 at 
4 per cent, from 4th March, 1926, to the 
present date, and further interest from the 
present date until the payment of the £840. 
The plaintiff had admitted that he had made 
something out of the grazing, and his lordship 
gave the defendant credit íor that to the ex- 
tent of £120. The defendant must pay the 
plaintiff's costs.

are to cook in Irish, shall we eventually 
return to ancient Irish cooking?’ 

Irish cooking—when we trou 

at all—is surely international ; and, since 
the Irish language is ancient, with no 
words for modern conditions, we must go 
back and not forward. 

One wonders, then, how those ancestors 
of ours cooked and ate, and if they cared 
as little about food as their descendants. 
An American visitor to Dublin recently 
asked his hosts to direct him to the Irish 
restaurant—as one might say the French 
restaurant, or the Indian, or the Chinese. 
Failing that, could his hosts provide him 
with an Irish dinner? Y 

The Irish hosts racked their brains. 
There are certainly one or two dishes 
cooked by the Irish to perfection, notably 
boiled chicken and parsley sauce, served 
with a piece of boiled bacon and cabbage. 
Shall we adopt this as our national dish 
in time when we realise the necessity for 
such a thing? The roast beef of England 
has become symbolical, and the Scots have 
their haggis. Is it part of our contempt 
“pé bodily things that we have no national 

ish ? 


A NATIONAL DISH. 


We shall develop one, no donbt, when 
we have an army of Irish-speaking cooks 
teaching Irish cooking. One is not neces- 
sarily a less good patriot because cue’s 
vision was of an army of French cooks m 
Ireland teaching French cooking. As few 
French people are linguists, we niight 
have to learn French to prepare for them, 
but economically our time would not have 
been wasted. 

Since our rivers are harnessed by the 
Germans and our streets cleaned by the 
hrench, we have shown that we have not 
the false pride that refuses to learn. 
Having sat humbly and watched and 
marvelled at the efficiency of French- 
women, I believe that more important 
even than harnessing our rivers or the 
cleaning of our streets would be the teach- 
ing of French cookery to our women. 

The French cooks, who might lift up 
their hands in despair over our methods 
at first, would find apt pupils. Trying 
to impart something of what. I have 
learned by watching the most efficient 
women in the world, I have been amazed 
at the quickness of my pupils. I started 
with a cook used to joints of beef and 
mutton—the most expensive cookery in the 
world—and knowing nothing of the cook- 
ing of vegetables except cabbages and 
potatoes. In an incredibly short time she 
could turn out a meal not the less satisfy- 
ing and appetising because meat played a 
very small part in it. 

“It’s queer,” she said after a few 
months, “to think of the gardens in the 
country and the vegetables going to waste, 
and nothing cooked except, may be, a 
head of cabbage or cauliflower. And sure 
the country people don’t even trouble 
about them.” 


IRELAND'S ‘*7LAIR.” 


We are not at present a fruit-eating or 
vevetable-eating people, which must be 
bad for the health of the nation, apart 
from the waste of those gardens that we 
all know. French cooking would, there- 
fore, be peculiarly suitable to Ireland, and 
the curious thing is that the Irish, who 
pay less attention to food than any people, 
have a flair for cooking—that strange gift 
which does not belong to the slow, careful 
peoples like the Saxon or the Teutons. 

‘“Voyez vous, Mademoiselle—it is 
nothing at all. But I—I have never 
learned to cook,” the ordinary French- 
woman talks, making a soufflé which is a 
dream. She cannot tell you how it is done, 
it being something like an instinct handed 
down through generations of women; but 
she can show you. ‘‘ Voyez vous—it is 
nothing at all.’’ 

So we shall have to be quick learning, 
one of these days, if that dream should 
come true, if in every house and cottage 
and cabin in Ireland the pot sent out 
such smells as make the dinner hour 
beautiful in France. But nothing at-all, 
see you; and the cost of living, too, is 
nothing at all. Bad cooking is the most 
expensive thing in the world for a house- 
hold or a nation. 

We in Ireland are not interested in 
food—not really interested in whether it 
be Irish or international. We may in- 
guire as to the linguistic capabilities of 
our cooking  instructors—only their 
linguistic capabilities—while the veget- 
ables we do not know how to use rot in 
our gardens. It is so much against all 
Irish tradition to think of food as being 
connected with patriotism or anything 
spiritual that, having written an article 
concerned altogether with food, I ‘Am 
already, through my Irish blood, half- 
ashamed. 
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- EURYTHMICS. 


THE DALCROZE METHOD. 


The Dalcroze method in eurythmics was 
exnlained yesterday . afternoon. in the 
Nightingale Hall, Clyde road, Dublin, by 
Miss Seaman, before giving a class demonstra- 
tion. The main object is to educate the 
child, to awaken the power and knowledge 
he possesses, and make him conscious of it 
and confident in it to the extent of making 
him able and anxious to express it. To this 
end, rhythm is used—an element in life too 
wide in its applications to be taught to a 
child—who could not undersiand it—when 
put in an abstract and general form. There- 
fore, music is taken as the medium of study, 
and the body as the instrument of expression. 
The body is the child’s most natural medium 
of expression, because his understanding is 
largely physical, and, im a small child, 
entirely so. Even “ grown-ups’’ understand 
to a large extent sub-consciously, although we 
may be able to translate our feelings to our 
self-coasciousness, and express ourselves intel- 
lectually as well. As a matter of fact even 
those who make a special study of the subject 
have astonishingly limited powers of manage- 
ment over the individual members of the 
hody, which is the personal universe. To 
develop this control is one of the aims of 
the Dalcroze method. 

In eurythmics the ideal is not the same 
as in a gymnastic school; the object is not 
the development of the body alone, but the 
linking-up of the action of the body with the 
mind, using the body as an aid to the res- 
sion of thoughts and emotions, Set steps and 
gestures are not taught, and set music 18 
varely employed; the only conventional move- 
ments. used are those which indicate metre 
and time, and rhythm is the principal thing. 
Every exercise has a definite aim—the quick-

Where regulated movement to set 
c takes place it is with the object of 
expressing in action and bearing the ideas in 
the music itself.

A Costly Cup of Tea. 


I had an interesting experience of the 
folly of Irish restaurateurs the other day 
after I had played a fatiguing game of 
golf at Delgany-—~surely, the most delight- 
ful golf course, from the scenic point of 
view, in Ireland.

The !ady, 
who already had had her tea, did not 
want to have anything more; but, “for 
company’s sake,” we persuaded her to 
have a cup of our tea, and, procuring an 
additional cup from an adjoining table, 
I poured her out a cupful. hen we had 
finished I called the waiter, and asked for 
my bill. He informed me that it came to 
10s. 9d., composed as follows :— Three 
bottles of beer, 2s. 3d.; suppers, 7s. 6d. ; 
one cup of tea, 1s.—Total . Od. 

I asked him what he meant by the “one 
cup of tea,’’ and he told me naively that 
“that is for what the lady had.” I 
pointed out to him that the cup of tea was 
from the general pot, and that, if she had 
not drunk it, one of the three of us would 
have done so, and that, at any rate, what 
would have been left in the pot would 
have had no commercial value. Secondly, 
I tried to convince him that, even if we 
had ordered a cup of tea specially, involv- 
ing a fresh brew, a shilling would have 
been rather a stiff price to pay, in view of 
the fact that the lady had not even had a 
biscuit. After much argument, the 
waiter retired, apparently to consult his 
principals, and when he came back 
informed me that, in the exceptional cir- 
cumstances of the case, he would let me 
off with ninepence ' This seems to be 
the way in which Irish hotel-keepers are 
encouraging the tourist traffic. . One 
hardly can blame foreign critics for their 
adverse comments on our national 
hospitality.

The Right Rev. William Timothy

Cahill in 1905, and Bishop of Portsmouth 
in 1910. His diocese covers a wide area, 
comprising Hampshire and the Isle of 
Wight, and Berkshire and the Channel 
Islands. 

The stone-laying ceremony formed part 
of the commemoration of the 25th anni- 
versary of the expulsion of the Inglis) 
Benedictines of St. Edmund’s Abbey, 
Douai by the French Government in 1903 
The community crossed to England and 
settled at Woolhampton in a house given 
by Bishop Cahill. 


German Students for Blackrock.

As it is the intention to enter- 
tain the *‘sitors, who are the daughters of 
distinguished German citizens, incladinz 
statesmen, judges, educationists and 
manufacturers, a reception committee has 
been formed and a subscription list has 
been opened, to which residents of Black- 
rock have been invited to subscribe to- 
wards defraying the necessary expendi- 
ture. 


Ghe Passing of the Horse Barge. 


Many a Dubliner will shed a tear at 
the passing of the old canal barge. It 
recalls happy days on the banks of the 
Royal or Grand Canal, when every craft 
that ploughed its waters meant to his 
young mind adventures as thrilling as 
those of any windjammer rounding the 
Horn. The excitement as the good ship 
rose from the vasty depths of a cavernous 
lock became intense as the sluice gates 
opened and, aided by the gallant tugs of 
old dobbin on the towpath. impelled by 
““the engineer,” she passed majestically 
through to brave the perils of the next 
level. Like the passing of the jaunting 
car, the departure of these old barges, 
ousted by saucy motor-boats, robs Dublin 
life of much of its old-time colour, and, 
though we shall sadly miss them, we can 
still sing their praises to our children. 
Who, for instance, can ever forget the 
thrilling voyage of ‘‘The Calabar’’ as 
narrated in the old ballad ?— 

“Oh, the Calabar was a clipper flat, 
Copper-fastened fore and aft; 

Her rudder stuck out away behind, 

And her wheel was a great big shaft. 

With a furious gale to swell her sail, 

She made two knots an hour, 
Thé fastest boat on the whole canal, 
Though only of one horse-power.”’ 


High Sea Drama. 


One result of the Jervis Bay affair, and, 
possibly, of the Leviathan’s still more 
sensational one, is likely to be some over- 
hau) of existing ocean liner equipment.

Dublin’s Bus Sesiien: 


Gift from Lord Lansdowne. 


The Marquis of Lansdowne recently 
presented a very beautiful and valuable 
book to the Trustees of the National 
Library. The gift was sent throagh the 
medium of the friends of the National 
Collection, and is a publication of the 
Roxburghe Club, of two East Anglian 
Psalters, the Bromholm Psalter, and the 
Ormsbury Psalter, from the Bodleian 
Library. It is one of the exquisite 
edtions de lure of this famous club, pro- 
duced on the finest paper, with art repro- 
ductions. These publications are in- 
accessible to the public, as only seventy- 
five copies for the n.embers of the club are 
printed at Edinburgh. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, as a member, secured one 
copy, but it is rare that an edition falls 
into the hands even of collectors. The 
members include the Earl of Balfour, the 
Duke of Marlborough, the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Mr. Pierpont Morgan being, I 
think, the only American member of that 
elect body. 


The Roxburghe Club. 


The origin of the Roxburghe Club is 
interesting. It arose out of the sale of 
the Duke of Roxburghe’s library in 1812. 
The excitement at the auction reached 
fever heat owing to the competition 
between the Duke of Marlborough (at that 
time Marquis of Blandford) and Ear! 
Spencer, for an edition of Boccaccio, 
printed by Viadarfer in 1471, which was 
secured by the Duke of Marlborough. This 
led to the formation of the club at a com- 
memorative dinner. In 1819the Boccaccio, 
for which the Duke of Marlborough had 
pat £2,260, was sold at his death to 
iarl Spencer for £750. It again 
passed to Mr. Rylands’ Library in 
1882, and on the death of her husband, 
when Mrs. Rylands established the 
Rylands Library in Manchester in 1899 
as a memorial, she gave the famous book 
to the Trustees. The Roxburghe Club has 
remained in existence, and its publica- 
tions are greatly prized in the family 
libraries of the Club’s members.

Che Turtle King. 


It will come as a surprise to most people 
that nearly all the turtle soup eaten in 
the United Kingdom is made in an un- 
pretentious factory down Limehouse way 
in the East End of London. The soup is 
made by a man who has been importing 
West Indian green turtles for more than 
sixty years. Two or three times a week 
massive turtles are brought to his factory, 
hauled up on chain pulleys, and dropped 
into great tanks of water. The ‘‘ Turtle 
King,” as he is called, is the greatest ex- 
pert in the country on turtles; for he has 
nursed them since he was twelve years of 
age. They require a great deal of atten- 
tion; for they catch cold easily. Though 
turtles weigh anything from forty pounds 
to three hundredweight, they rarely yield 
much over 20 quarts of soup. Hence the 
fact that this delicacy costs anything from 
15/- to 25/- a quart. The soup is made 
from the white meat only, the green meat 
being cut up and boiled to serve with the

HOW AERIAL PIONEERS 
. ARE REWARDED. 


a Se! 
(By F. WAKEFIELD-JAMES.) 


ISS Earhart, who has recently 
achieved the honour and glory of 
being the first woman to fly the Atlantic, 
was not inspired to risk her life by what 
is vulgarly onthe “publicity.” In a 
letter to her sister just before leaving 
Newfoundland—with success or failure 
before her—she wrote: ‘‘I have tried to 
play for a large stake, and, if I succeed, 
all will be well.”’ 

Miss Earhart is by no means the only 
person to benefit financially from attempts 
to fly the Atlantic or create other records 
in the aerial conquest of our generation. 
A few weeks ago Captain Kingsford- 
Smith and three gallant companions flew 
in their “ Southern Cross.” from America 
to Australia—probably the most notable 
flight yet made. Before the flight it was 
reported that Kingsford-Smith had but 
sixteen cents in the world. Mr. Hancock 
of Los Angeles financed the flight to the 
tune of £6,000—on the security of the 
aeroplane which, along with the bank 
balance of sixteen cents, was Captain 
Kingsford-Smith’s* only asset. To his 
credit, Mr. Hancock cabled immediately 
upon receipt of the news of the airmen’s 
success that the £6,000 could be regarded 
as a present. Undoubtedly, from the sale 
of the newspaper story of the flight—not 
to mention the £5,000 subscribed by fellow- 
Australians—Captain Kingsford-Smith is 
to-day worth considerably more than one 
aeroplane and sixteen cents. 


HINKLER’S INSURANCE. 


When the news leaked out that Bert 
Hinkler wanted to ‘‘insure’’ his proposed 
flight in a tiny light aeroplane to 
Australia, in order to be assured of a 
certain guaranteed sum with which to pay 
his expenses, agents at Lloyds offered to 
give him £2,500 if he reached Australia 
in sixteen days. The premium demanded 
was £150. Hinkler had not that sum to 
spare, and so he had to go without his 
insurance. Courage, determination, and 
a good machine got Hinkler safely to 
Australia in less than the sixteen days 
which he had anticipated. People in 
Australia were so delighted that they sub- 
scribed no less than £8,500 for him, to 
which the Government of Australia added 
£2,000. 

Then there was Ruth Elder, the daring 
American girl who narrowly escaped death 
after being picked up at sea when she 
had flown more than 2,500 miles across 
the Atlantic. Immediately after the news 
of her rescye became known, Miss Elder 
was offered contracts to appear on the 
films, and only a few days ago she arrived 
in Paris for the express purpose of taking 
lessons in order to make her acceptance of 
film work possible. 

Taking into account the risks run, no- 
body begrudges these pioneers their spoils, 
It is certainly good to know that to-day 
achievement brings its reward—how 
different from the fate of pioneers of old !

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PROTECTION OF IRISH 
ANTIOUITIES. 


MR. McNEILL OUTLINES THE 
GOVERNMENT'S PLANS. 


A deputat‘on from the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland attended at the Vice- 
regal Lodge, Phenix Park, yesterday, and 
presented an address to the Governor- 
General. The members of the deputation 
were :—Dr. W. F. Butler, D.Litt., Presi- 
dent; Captain J. E. FitzPatrick, Honorary 
General Secretary; Mr. J. J. Buckley, 
Honorary Treasurer; the Very Rev. Dean 
Lawlor, Mr. E. G. Leask, and Mr. E. M 
Stephens. ) 

the address read as follows :—‘‘ May it 
please Your Excellency, we, the President 
and Coungil of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Ireland, desire to offer you on 
behalf of the Society our congratulations on 
your appointment as Governor-General of th 
rish Free State. Our Society, founded in 
1849 as the ‘ Kilkenny Archeological Society,’ 
gradually widened the sphere of its activities, 
so that, in 1869, it was granted by Queen 
Victoria the title of the ‘Royal Historical 
and Archeological Association of Ireland,’ a 
title afterwards changed by the same 
Sovereign to that of the ' Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland.’ In 1912 a charter 
of incorporation was granted by His Majesty 
King George V. : 

_ THE SOCIETY'S JOURNAL. 

_. From its beginnings the Society has pub- 
lished a journal giving an account of its 
meetings and containing a selection of articles 
dealing with ancient remains, of which this 
country possesses so many, and with various 
aspects of Irish history and social life. Up 
to the present fifty-seven volumes of this 
journal have appeared; and it is not unduly 
presumptuous to say that to the articles 
contained in them the country owes an 
immense debt in regard to the knowledge of 
its past. 

‘ By, periodical meetings and excursions 
to various parts of our island the Society 
endeavours to interest those outside its ranks 
in the study and preservation of our historical 
remains, and its activities extend to every 
portion of the island. To name some of our 
ype ype members in the past is to give a 


list of men untiring in their labours and 
illustrious by their achievements in the fields 
of national research. 

WHAT STATE MIGHT DO. 

“Our Society looks with confidence to the 
future, under a Government whose members 
have repeatedly affirmed their belief that a 
nation’s greatness springs in no small degree 
from a reverence for and a knowledge of that 
nation's past, and which has given earnest 
of it by introducing as an integral part of 
our school curriculum the study of local 
history and antiquities. : 

“We venture to point out some activities 
to which the State might give a fostering 
hand. There is need for a measure for the 
HE lan of our ancient remains, which. as 
has been so often pointed out, are unique 
in Western Europe. There is need for « 
survey of the existing relics of the past; for 
the reconstitution as far as possible of a 
National Record Office; for the setting up of 
a body to search for and publish all such 
ancient records as have escaped the ravages 
of time, records unpublished or hitherto 
only available to the few, which preserve 
for the world the picture of a society 
untouched by the influence of Imperial Rome 
which has blotted out the previously existing 
social organisation throughout the whole of 
the rest of Western Europe, 

' We feel sure that Your Excellency will 
lend to this and to the other aspirations of the 
Society your sympathetic support.’’ 

MR. McNEILL’S REPLY. 
h In -reply, the Governor-General said — 

Mr. President and gentlemen, | thank vou 
for your congratulations on my appointment 
as Governor-General. I have “great pleasure 
in assuring you that I shall be well content 
if my membership of vour Society and my 
sincere appreciation of the national services 
which it 1s privileged to render, endure for as 
long a period after my tenure of ofhce as in 
the jig years.

RESENT LACG OF SAFEGUARDS. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that while constitutional checks might well 
prevént hasty and ill-considered legislation 
from being passed in good faith in a parti- 
cular House, he did not think that any 
checks could be devised which would frus- 
trate the policy of an unscrupulous Execu- 
tive supported by an unscrupulous majority. 
If they had an unscrupulous majority the 
Referendum proposals would be no use, be- 
cause the conduct of the Referendum was 
governed by ordinary legislation, which 
could be altered. Without altering the elec- 
toral legislation an unscrupulous Executive 
supported by an unscrupulous majority, could 
make the Referendum no test. 

He did not think there was any use in 
discussing these articles along the lines that 
they provided a safeguard against an un- 
scrupulous Executive. The safeguard really 
lay in public opinion, an in soma 
sort of moral standard held by 
any majority that might be in power. The 
people would be called upon to do things 
that they ought not fo be called upon to do, 
and would show great reluctance in doing. 
They all knew how difficult it was to get a 
reasonable number of voters to go to the 
polls for the Dail, and in the case of a 
particular law it would be almost impossible 
to get such a poll as would prevent the 
referendum from being an utter fiasco. When 
they called upon the people too often to take 
part in elections they were imposing on them 
a burden in such a way that they would not 
get a satisfactory result. 

THE BEST METHOD, 

There was, he pointed out, a considerable 
amount of leigislation that was excluded 
amount of legislation that was ex- 
cluded trom the operations of  re- 
ferendum. For’ instance, money bills 
could not be submitted to the refer- 
endum, and it would be easy by some means 
or another to get much of the legislation 
passed as money legislation. The most rea- 
sontable and best method for legislating was 
by the democratic election system, as a re- 
sult of which the chosen representatives of 
the ple heard the arguments of their 
colleagues and their opponents, and came to 
decisions on behalf of the people, and at the 
end of their term went back to the people 
for approval or otherwise. By hearing the 
views in the Parliament. they would get a 
closer approximation of what the people 
wanted than by the referendum, where the 
people did not vote; or, if they did vote, 
gave very little attention to the matter on 
which they were voting. 

Long before there was any question of 
Fianna Fail coming into the Dail or present- 
ing a petition, the Executive Council con- 
sidered the question of what changes ought 
to be made in the Constitution, and they 
reached the view that these articles were 
unsuitable and unworkable; and so far as 
an attempt might be made to operate them, 
they would prevent what t majority 
wanted, rather than help it to get it. 

Mr. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) said that 
the Minister for Agriculture seemed to be 
making an oblique reference to him when he 
mentioned the Tact that a member had been 
in the British Army.

I believe from inquiries that they were 
more numerous formerly here, and that they 
built in another grove of fir on the town- 
land. “* Norry Gorm ” is the local name for

Sir,—The very sensible letter from 
“ Cattle-Trader ' in the Jrish Jsmes to-day 
requires little reply, save to point out to him 
and to others connected with the trade that 
a great deal of the remedy lies in their own 
hands. The cattle-traders employ the shipping 
agents, who in their turn employ the “ irre- 
sponsible youths’ who are blamed for the 
beating of the cattle entrusted to them. If 
the owners of the stock insist on their being 
handled by responsible men, a great improve- 
ment will be effected. 

The great difficulty experienced by our 
inspectors, and, I am eure, by the Civic 
Guards also, is in obtaining the correct names 
and addresses of drovers found handling 
stock badly. Very often they give a false 
name, and it is impossible to trace them. If 
the Government will carry out their promise 
to license all drovers and insist on their wear- 
ing a numbered badge,’ the offenders can 
easily be detected, and many of the ordinary 
members of the public, who know that it is 
useless to interfere now, will be able to give 
assistance by reporting cases of beating of

FORESTRY BILL. 

On the motion that the Forestry Bill do 
pase its final stage, 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that he 
and his party supported the second reading 
of the bill, and they appealed to the Minister 
to accept an amendment dealing with the 
big question of the export of unmanufactured 
timber from this country. He believed that 
that export ought to be stopped. He under- 
stood that timber was going out at the price 
of £2 a ton; if it were manufactured here it 
would fetch £10 a ton, with the added ad- 
vantage of affording much needed employ- 
ment.

WINDING-UP OF 
COMPANIES. 


CASE FOR CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE.

Evidence with regard to the winding up 
of companies was given at yesterday's 
sitting of the Bankruptcy Commission in 
the Chamber of Commerce, Dublin, on 
behalf of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce of the Irish Free State and of 
the Council of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce. ; 

Judge Robert Doyle, K.C., Chairman, pre- 
sided, and the other members of the Com- 
mission present were—Sir Walter Boyd, Mr. 
Basil Thompson, Mr. T. W. Ellerker, Mr. W. 
V. Seddall, solicitor; Mr. J. C. M. Eason, 
Mr. F. A. Lowe, and Mr. Gabriel Brock. . 

The witnesses were:—Mr. John Mackie, 
F.C.A., Deputy Vice-President of the Dublin 
Chamber; Mr. H. M: Dockrell, Chairman of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee of the 
Dublin Chamber, and Mr. R. Clarke, 
Secretary of the Association. The evidence 
was given jointly on behalf of the two bodies. 
| ROCEDURE,. 
In a preface to their evidence, the Associa- 
tion emphasised that the procedure in the 
winding-up of companies in Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland: and the Irish Free State 
should be brought, into line as far as possible 
without undvly interfering with the present 
procedure in the Saorstat. 

They recommended that to obtain super- 
vision of voluntary liquidations :— 

(a) All liquidators (both voluntary and 
official) and receivers and managers 
should be compelled to file a copy o 
their complete accounts with the Regis- 
trar of Joint Stock Companies, and that 
a liquidator should have his final accounts 
vouched, and that when vouched they 
should be filed somewhere where they 
could be seen; 

(b) the annual report on companies by 
the Department of Industry. and Com- 
merce should contain a list showing the 
names of the companies wound up, the 
totals of their assets and liabilities, and 
the expenses of liquidation and the 
amounts paid to the creditors. 

The Dublin Chamber of Commerce recom- 
mended in this respect that the regulations 
applicable to voluntary liquidations should 
be altered and amended so as to provide 
complete regulations for one type of liquida- 
tion only, when the terms ‘‘ compulsory,’’ 
under the supervision of the court, and 
“ voluntary ” would disappear. 

ARRANGEMENTS 

_ The Association said that it was desirable 
in the public interest that the same publicity 
should be given in affairs of limited liability 
companies when making arrangements with 
their creditors as in the case of private in- 
dividuals or partnerships. On this section 
the Dublin Chamber submitted a statement 
dealing in detail with the several points re- 
garding ‘‘ arrangements,”’ and stated that the 
ideal to be aimed at was the minimum of in- 
terference by the courts, except in the cir- 
cumstances for which provision already was 
made, or which were indicated in their 
memorandum, 

It was difficult to see, they pointed out, 
what advantage would result to creditors or 
to shareholders in bringing “' all liquidations 
under the full or partial control of the 
Courts,” which hardly appeared to be proper 
bodies for the effective management, realisa- 
tion, distribution and winding-up of limited 
liability companies, solvent or insolvent. The 
Association recommended that voluntary 
liquidations should not be brought under the 
control of the Court, but that supervision 
should be attained through the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies, who should be given 
power to take action where necessary. 

THE OFFICIAL LIQUIDATOR. 

The Association opposed the establishment 
of an Official es Department at the 
present time. e Dublin Council also took 
this view. They stated that all that was 
needed was the abolition of “ compulsory 
liquidations and liquidations “under the 
supervision of the Court,” the amendment 
of the regulations at present applicable to 
“ voluntary ” liquidations, and the appoint- 
ment of an official in the office of the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies to see 
that the regulations in. question were 
promptly and faithfully carried out. . The 
duties of this official should be somewhat 
similar to those of the Accountant of the 
Court in Scotland. 

The Association recommended that in 
voluntary liquidations, where the company 
was insolvent, the creditors should be put in 
effective control, as provided for by Section 
61 of the British Bill to amend the Com- 
bas Act, and that the appointment of 
iguidators should rest with the creditors. 

VOLUNTARY LIOUIDATIONS. 

Both the Association and the Council ‘re 
commended that to obtain supervision of 
voluntary liquidations, receivers, managers 
and liquidators, other than those appointed 
by the Court, should be compelled to file 
adequate accounts with the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies. 

With regard to the rights of secured, pre- 


ferential, and unsecured creditors, respec- 
mt? the witnesses recommended that it 
should be made quite clear that the State’s 


rights in the matter of income tax and other 
State debts should not exceed the provisions 
of the Preferential Payments in Bankruptcy 
(Ireland) Act, 1889, and that salaries and 
wages of employés should include earnings 
by commission. Persons who had advanced 
money to pay wages and salaries should have 
the same preference for su@h moneys as the 
persons paid would have had. 

_ The association recommended that the keep- 
ing of proper accounts should be compulsory. 
In the case of private companies, which are 
not compelled to file accounts, there should 
be penalties similar to those in Bankruptcy, 
with heavy penalties where the default was 
wilful and deliberate. 

DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY. 

The Association also recommended that 
provision should be made to enable’ proceed- 
ings against delinquent directors and others, 
which at present would have to be initiated 
by liquidators, to be instituted in suitable 
cases by the Public Prosecutor; and that 
where it appeared that any business of the 
company had been carried on with the in- 
tent to defraud the creditors, the responsible 
directors should be subject to unlimited per- 
sonal liability in respect of the liabilities of 
the company. 

The Association, in conclusion, drew atten- 
tion to the following recommendations, which, 
though possibly not within the scope of the 
inquiry, directly affected the realisation of 
assets in the winding-up :— 

(1) Any contract or provision (whether con- 
tained in the company’s articles or other- 
wise) whereby a director, manager, or other 
officer of the company is to be excused from, 
or indemnified against, his liability under the 
general law for negligence, or breach of duty, 
or breach of trust, should be declared void;

(2) That the office of director or manager 
should not be assignable at the will of the 
holder, 


£3,000,000 DEDENTURE 
CASE. 


GRANT OF APPLICATION FOR 
FURTHER STAY. 


The Workman Clark action of Urquhart v. 
Stracey and others in connection with the. 
issue of £3,000,000 debentures was mentioned 
before the Lord Chief Justice, Lord Justice 
Andrews, and Lord Justice Best, in the Court 
of Appeal, Belfast, yesterday. It was stated 
that the defendants were appealing to the 
House of Lords against the order of the 
Court directing a re-trial of certain issues 
which had been withdrawn from the jury by 
Mr. Justice Brown during the hearing of the 
action. 

Mr. J. M. Whitaker, K.C.. (iustructed by 
Messrs. Johns, Eliot and Johns), for Messrs. 
Sperling and Co., said that their lordships 
gave judgment on May 13, and granted a 
stay until June 25. He now asked that the 
stay should be extended for a month, and 
pointed out that some difficulties had ‘arisen 
in connection with the appeal to the House 
of. Lords. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that the Court 
had decided unanimously to accede to Mr. 
Whitaker's application for a further stay of 
one month. As far as the members of the 
Court continued in their present mind this 
would be the last stay of any sort that they 
would give unless and until the respective 
petitions of appeal had heen lodged. If those 
were lodged within a month there would be 
a further stay, but they did not want to 
encourage any further applications. The 


defendants would have to pay the costs of the 


present application.

An Olympic Quarrel. 

In cases of trade disputes the director 
of a company who is also a political 
dictator holds a strong position. The 
exclusive rights in the filming of the 
forthcoming Olympic Games at Amsterdam 
were leased by the Dutch Olympic Com- 
mittee to the Italian State Luce Company. 
This arrangement was resented by the 
Ditch Cinema Theatres Union, which 
decided to boyeott the Italian films in 
all the theatres owned by its members. 
The boycott threatened to saddle the 
Italian company with a considerable loss, 
but it is fortunate in the fact that its 
president is that marvellously multi- 
farious man, Signor Mussolini, autocrat 
of the new Italy. The Duce acted with 
characteristic strength and promptitude. 
He informed the Dutch Government that, 
if the boycott were not renounced by the 
Dutch Cinema Union, all Dutch exports 
would be boycotted in Italy.

The Leviathan 
affair has caused a tremendous stir, not 
only at the postal department and police 
headquarters, but also in shipping circles, 
and the authorities are pursuing the 
matter with the utmost energy. 

Until the new theory connecting the 
robbery with the Jerge shooting was put 
forward, the opinion was that the bags 
had been tampered with in transit be- 
tween New York and Southampton, as it 
was obvious that the thieves must have 
had plenty of time to accomplish their 
purpose. 

The fact that some of the seals had been 
broken and replaced with counterfeit seals 
Jent colour to this view. The authorities 
are now returning to the original theory 
that the bags were tampered with before 
they were put on board. 

It may be mentioned that among the 
associates of Jerge was the notorious 
Isidore Rosenberg, the international 
crook, who was sent to prison for three 
years in 1922 for robbing the mails on 
board the -Minnekahda, and subsequently 
for robbery on board the George 
Washington. 

The pólice are now hunting for this. 
man. who was released from prison some 
time ago.

ANOTHER AMERICAN VIEW. 


From “ Tue Times ’’ ConnREsPoNpDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The theory is yaining ground here that 
the robbery of the Leviathan mail took 
place at sea. The collusion of some person 
ou board the ship is also suspected. 

It is explained that the registered mail 
was lowered into the hold and the hatch 
clamped down. But it is now said that 
there were emergency exits to the mail 
compartment, through which, with 
collusion, the thief could gain access to 
the mails. 

While the ship’s master-at-arms made 
regular inspections of the doors, it now 
appears that the mail was not protected 
by armed guards at all times during the 
voyage. 

Other mail robberies at sea, the authori- 
ties say, lend imcrearing strength to the 
theory that the Laviathan robbery took 


place during the voyage. 
When Rosenberg stole the mails in 


Minnekahda he pulled off a warped board 
that covered the hatch and obtained an 
entrance into the hold. Mail sacks on 
board the George Washington were split 
open. with a razor blade when the -robbery 
was committed on board that shrp. 
Inspector Clarahan refused to comment 
on this theory, but stated that his in- 
vestigation bad convinced him that the 
robbery was not committed in New York. 
He had found the handling of the mail 
at Varick street Post Office to be quite 
regular. Some sacks were sealed in other 
cities and sent through the New York 
office to the ship without being opened. 


SHIPPING COMPANY'S VIEW. 

The theory that the robbery was com- 
mitted on board ship does not meet with 
agreement from officials of the United’ 
States Lines. 

Mr. David Burke, the general manager, 
pointed out that the Post Office clerks 
and Masters-at-Arms had not been accused 
of laxity in their duties. On the other 
hand, the postal authorities say that the 
clerks had other duties besides guarding 
the mail. 

A statement has been made that an 
order for increased protection for the 
Leviathay was issued some time ago, but | 
that it could not become effective until 
July Ist.

The General Council of the Trades Union 
Congress, at a special meeting in London 
yesterday afternoon, defeated by fifteen 
votes to six-a motion by Mr. George Dicks 
to terminate the peace in industry dis- 
cussions with the group of employers on 
the ground that they had reached their 
limit of usefulness. 

By eighteen votes to four the General 
Council adopted the report of the Indus- 
trial Committee which has been meeting 
a sub-committee of the employers’ group. 
The chief item in the report was provision 
for setting up a National Industrial 
Council—the members on the employers’ 
side to be nominated by the National Con- 
federation of Employers’ Organisations 
and the Federation of British Industries, 
while ón the trade union side the repre- 
sentatives will be the full membership of 
the General Council. 

One of the functions of the proposed 
Industrial Council will be the. establish- 
ment of conciliation boards for investt- 
gating such trade disputes as may be 
referred to them by the parties engaged 
in a dispute before it has reached the 
stage of ia lock-out or a strike. 

The machinery is intended to be entirely 
voluntary, and no element of compulsion 
is involved. This report will be submitted 
to the full. conference of employers and 
the General Council at Burlington House 
on July 4th.

STORY OF FAILURE IN 
IRELAND.

LONDON. Tuesday. 

At the London Bankruptcy Court to-day 
a sitting was held for the. public examina- 
tion of Henry Thomas Spratt, described 
in the receiving order as H. T. Hart 
Spratt, of an address in the Charing Cross 
road, London. 

The debtor, who attributed his present 
position to his failure to organise motor 
transport services in Ireland, and to his 
liability on a promissory note, has filed 
accounts showing unsecured liabilities 
£14,102, of which £12,853 represents the 
unsatisfied balance due in three previous 
failures. 


DUBLIN AND BELFAST SCHEMES. 

In reply to Mr. Daniel Williams, the 
Official Receiver, the debtor said that 
after his third failure he had an office at 
Lower James street, London, and. com- 
menced trading as a dealer in second- 
hand motor vehicles, principally lprries 
and omnibuses. In January, 1925, he 
formed and caused to be registered “‘Motor 
Transport (Lendon), Ltd.” with a 
nominal capital of £1,000. It was formed 
to organise motor "bus services in Dublin 
and Belfast, and for that purpose deposits 
amounting in all to £2,250 were paid to 
nine persons or corporations carrying on 
business as motor ‘bus proprietors in 
Ireland. 

In March, 1927, he formed the Ulster 
General Omnibus Company, Ltd., for the 
purposes of the nine motor 'bus businesses 
referred to. The Ulster General Omnibus 
Company, Ltd., issued a prospectus invit- 


ing applications for £150,000, the whole 


of its capital, with a minimum subscrip- 
tion of £50,000, but it did not proceed to 
allotment, as only £1,300 was received. by 
way of subscription, 
money was -returned. 


WHY A SCHEME FAILED. 

In reply to: Mr. Bell, who re-examined 
on behalf of the debtor, the latter stated 
that the final result of his company- 
promoting transactions was the prospectus 
of the Ulster General Omnibus Company, 
Ltd. If the promotion had gone further 
everybody would have received the money 
that was advanced for the project.

Anybody who visited Leinster House at 
question time yesterday could hardly have 


guessed that a series of breezes was pend- 


ing, some of them almost approaching the 
dimensions of a storm. But that is how 
it usually happens in the Dail On seem. 
ingly quiet Sa it is a chance word 
dropped by a deputy or an innocuouse 
looking little motion or gueéstion that 
fetches forth the floods of recrimination. 

Yesterday was a case in point. It 
appeared that the Government and the 
Opposition had reached agreement as to 
this week's sittings. Because Friday is a 
holy day it was agreed to sit a day earlier 
and to rise on Thursday night. 

When Mr. Cosgrave’s motion that the 
House should sit for twelve hours on 
Wednesday and Thursday came up, how- 
ever, Fianna Fail deputies hotly denied 
that this was part of the agreement... Mn 
de Valera made the. point that the best 
work was not done during long sittings, 
and said that his party would strongly 
uppose the motion. He was adamant, and 
not even Mr. Cosgrave’s sugyesti : to 
ailot an hour and a half for lunch would 
satisfy him. 

Then a pleasant incident happened, but, 
urhappuy. it was but the prelude to an 
unpleasant scene. . Deputy Gorey, of 
Carlow-Kilkenny, and a certain loquacious 
Fianna Fail députy actually found them- 
selves agreed upon the point. The House 
chuckled, but a moment later deputies 
shook their heads in disgust. ' 


A RELIGIOUS QUESTION. 


“This js a Catholic country,” cried the 
talkative Fianna Fail deputy. There were 


interjections of “ Sh., 'Sh.,” from the 
Government side. 
“ There is no ‘’Sh., ‘Sh.,’ about it,” 


shouted the’ deputy; now very angry. 
“ We will banour our holy days of obliga- 
tion.”’ 

At this stage Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, pointedly asked whether the 
House was discussing Catholic holy days 
or the questi9gn of sitting all day on Wed- 
resday and ‘Thursday. The answer, of 
course, was oljvious, but he thought that 
the sooner it was settled the better, so 
that the deputy might not have a chance 
of advertising his religion. At this there 
wa: a chorus of ' Hear, hear,” from the 
Government, Labour and Independent 
benches, but the deputy in question would 
have the last word. ‘‘ Or,”’ he shouted, 


“that Ministere should be deprived of 
ar opportunity of advertising their 
irreligion.”” 

There was further discussion of the 


point alter the Speaker had intervened in 
his usual ta¢tful way. Finally the motion 
wa: carried by 54 votes to 22, a thing that 
could with profit have happened earlier in 
the proceedings. 

Deputies may disagree in politics, but 
there was general resentment that religion 
—which was quite extraneous to the issue 
--should be dragged in to no apparent 
purpose. The Dail has been singularly 
free from this kind of indiscretion; in 
fact, it has never happened before. 


FIVE HOURS’ DEBATE. 


These little pleasantries ended, the 
House proceeded to the Committee stage 
of the Constitution (Amendment No. 10) 
Bill, which took nearly five hours to get 
through. Mr. de Valera opened in a 
brief speech. 

“The initialive, ” he said, “had 
worked satisfactorily in other countries,” 
but he did not name the countries or 
state whether “the conditions prevailing 
in them were similar to those in the Free 
State. i 

The gist of Mr. Gosgrave's reply was 
that three per cent. of the electorate 
could at present put something into 
motion which the rest oí the people did 
not want, That was a bad and undemo- 
cratic thing. Besides, if meant very con- 
siderable expense to the community and 
it sought to make the majority carry out 
the desires of the minority. Te this Mr. 
de Valera retorted with the truism that 
there must be a majority in favour of 
anything before it- could puss. 

Mr. Little (Fianna Fail, Waterford) 
then gave the House a little lecture in 
mass psychology. He was all for getting 
the direct judgment. of the people on 
political questions, and for getting them 
to think in the mass. 

The. Labour Party we: strongly opposed 
to the Bill, and Mr. T. J. O'Connell, 
Party leader, declared vehement) 
that if the Government had declared at 
the general lection its intention of 
introducing the Bill, it would never have 
been elected. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SMILE. 


In an effective speech, which was 
rendered the more attractive by the dis- 
arming smile which never left. his face 


as he made it, Mr. Cosgrave dealt with 
the argument that the abolition of the 
referendum which the Bill proposes to 
effect. would place too much power m the 


hands of .an unscrupulous Executive 
Council, and declared that the refer- 
endum was one of those articles which 
in normal circumstances would never 
have been put into the Constitution. “HH 


is a clog in the work of Parliament and 
it must be removed,’’ he added. 

To Mr. Cooney, who asked why he had 
not. apposed these articles when they were 
going throngh, he said, laughingly: 
“ Well, they were put in by people who 
had less experience than the deputy.” 


Mr. Lemass paid a tribute to My, 
Cosgrave, altliough he did it, perhaps, 
unconsciously. “There is no deputy th 
the House.” he said, with a tone of 


sincerity, ' who is more adept at putting 
forward a fair argument in favour of a 
rotten casc.’”

- PASSED. 

AfTier several other deputies had spoken 
Mr. Blythe addressed the House, and his 
speech, as several Opposition members ad- 
mitted later, was the most reasoned state- 
ment from the Government side. The 
kernel df the speech was that safeguards 
agaiist an unscrupulous majority—a point 
upon Which the Opposition had harped— 
lay in públic opinion, and the “same kind 
of moral standard on the part of the 
majority in power.” 

It was a long and tedious debate, except 
for the purple patches, and the bill finally 
passed the committee stage after half-a- 
dozen divisions had been taken. 

Deputies then settled down to a quiet 
debate on the fifth stage of the Forestry 
Bill. This had not concluded when the 
House adjourned till this. morning.

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KINGSMILL MOORE 
PRIZE, 
ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN'S 
TRIBUTE. 


The Rev. Canon. Kingsmill Moore, D.D., 
who retired recently. fromthe Frbeigeahp 
of the Kildare street Training College, 
Dublin, after forty-three years’ service, was 
resented by Dr. Gregg, Archbishop of 
Dublin, with a handsome wireless set yester- 
day afternoon in the Church of Ireland 
Training College, Kildare street. The occa- 
sion was utilised to announce the founda- 
tion of a Kingsmill Moore Prize for students 
of the College. 

The Archbishop, in making the presenta- 
tion, said that on behalf of a large circle of 
friends, not only his official friends in the 
sense, of- governors of the College, but the 
clergy of the Church of Ireland, many of the 
ex-students of the College and others, he 
offered Canon Kingsmill Moore a token of 
their admiration, regard and deep gratitude 
on the occasion of his severing his connec- 
tion with the College, the Principalship of 
which he took over in 1884. 

At that time there was a training institu- 
tion in the hands of the Church Education 
Society, and it was in a very perilous posi- 
tion. 

DEVELOPMENT OF THE COLLEGE. 

Referring to what he described as the 
leading part which Principal Kingsmill Moore 
had: taken in the development of the gae 
during the past forty-three years. the Arch- 
bishop pointed to the very valuable help he 
gave in 1890 in connection with the Local 
Taxation Bill, and again in 1908, when the 
small schools were again threatened. In 1920 
and 1921, when the cost of living had: greatly 
increased, the Principal took an active part 
in getting a substantial increase in the grants 
from the Government for Training Colleges. 
Before the end of his connection with the 
school he took part in the scheme in connec- 
tion with Trinity College. Under that they 
changed the College’s more or less indepen- 
dent status, and replaced it, as far as teach- 
ing was concerned, with the teaching of the 
University. That had been done, and he did 
not think that anybody wished td go back 
and find themselves apart from that splendid 
edueational institution, Trinity College. 

Lastly, a very serious position arose with 
regard to, the standard required of students 
for @trance to. the Training Colleges. Irish 
was. ded, and entrance was restricted 
to those who were prepared to give time to 
acquire that subject in the schools that they 
were attending. i ! y 

The Principal's advice and foresight in all 
these matters had been oí the greatest service, 
not only to the College, but to education in 


general. 


CANDIDATE TEACHERS. 
Continuing, Dr. Gregg said that there was 
one thing in connection with the college that 
the Principal had been responsible for : the 
Candidate Teachers’ Training Fund, which 
enabled many who otherwise could not afford 
it to enter the college and become teachers. 
He always had found Canon Kingsmill 
Moore remarkable for his argument, his power 
of anticipation, his capacity to size up the 
elements of a situation, his readiness to work 
and his persuasive faculty. : í 
Canon Kingsmill Moore, in returning 
thanks, referred to the influence that Lord 
Plunket had on him in his early days, and 
said that any success which he had was in 4 
great measure de to him. He spoke of the 
continued help and loyalty of his staff, of

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TRADERS’ COMPLAINTS 
SHIPPING DUES AND 
LALRAGES, 


The Port and Harbours Commission re- 
sumed yesterday its inquiry into the condi- 
tions. and administration of the Port of 
Dublin under the control of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board. All the members of the 
Commission were present—Mr, Henry B. 
O'Hanlon (Chairman), Mr. Micha?! Deegan 
and Mr. Charles H. O’Conor, with Mr. H. 
Baxter, Secretary. 

THE DISCHARGE OF GRAIN. 

Mr. T. W. Hall, who has been a member 
of the Board for many years, expressed the 
opinion that an acceleraion of the discharge 
of grain vessels would not bring any advan- 
tage to the Port of Dublin, nor cheapen the 
cost of bread. It was not economic to take 
out more than 450 tons a day. That figure 
was arranged by the shippers and the con- 
signees some 25 to 30 years ago. 

he Chairman—And no effort has been 
made since to alter it to meet the changed 
conditions ’—The shipowners were anxious to 
— it, maintaining that the rate was too 
ow. 

Chairman—So, in the matter of discharge, 
there has been no advance made in Dublin 
during the past thirty years?—The conditions 
ot discharge are exactly the same. 

Chairman—Supposing there was a meeting 
held within the next few months to consider 
the revision of this arrangement what argu- 
ment would you put forward in support of 
your view that it should be left as it is’— 
That the rate is reasonable under the condi- 
tions of discharge existing here. They can 
take out 5,000 sacks a day, which, I think, 
is quite reasonable. To set up a quicker 
method would entail a great deal of expense 
for the benefit of shipowners and no one 
else. 

In the course of further evidence, he said 
that the export trade of Belfast is greater 
than that of any other [rish port. Une of 
the reasons for that, with the Me consunip- 
tion of coal in industry, a great many colliers 
came to that port, and those on the return 
journey offered cheap freights. 

In Cork the Harbour Board contemplated the 
erection of a pneumatic suction plant for the 
discharge of grain, but the men employed at 
the quays would not allow it unless their 
demand for an enormous sum were granted, 
and the project fell through, He did not see 
why tends in Dublin in its various branches 
should go to expense which would add to the 
cost to the consumer just for the sake of 
saving money for the shipowners. 

CATTLE DEALERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

Senator John J. Counihan gave evidence 
on behalf of the Irish Cattle Traders and 
Exporters’ Association. He said that it was 
a general belief that the Port and Docks 
Board has no great concern for the best in- 
terests of the cattle trade of the country, and 
that the Port of Dublin is run by the repre- 
sentatives of the shipping companies in their 
own interests. The cattle trade is very 
seriously handicapped by the lack of lairage 
accommodation at the port. For years the 
trade had been agitating for lairage accom- 
modation, such as is at Birkenhead and other 
English ports, but nothing had come of it. 

“The representatives of the shipping com- 
panies rule the Port and Docks Board, and 
have allocated to themselves all available 
space at the quays. They are acting like the 
dog in the manger—for they will not provide 
lairages or give sites to anyone else to do it.” 

Continuing, he stated that the Port of 
Dublin is a national concern. Two-thirds of 
the live-stock shipped from the Free State go 
through Dublin, and he believed that that 
was also true of the exports and imports. 
It was not right then that only citizens of 
Dublin, with a certain limited valuation, 
should have votes for election to the Board or 
be eligible for its membership. The whole 
system of the election of the Board should be 
changed. It was not right that a person in 
Dublin with a valuation of £250, and not a 
particle of interest in the port, should have 
six votes, while those resident outside the 
city boundary, who pay thousands of pounds 
a year in shipping dues, have no voice in 
the election of the Board and cannot be 
elected to it. 

GOVERNMENT AUTHORITY. 

While against Government interference in 
the management of the Port Board, he 
believed that there should be some Govern- 
ment authority over the Board, to which any 
body of traders who thought that they were 
not getting proper facilities could present 
their case. Such an authority should have 
the power to compel the Board to carry out 
proposals which it had satisfied itself were in 
the best interests of the port. 

“The cattle trade are dissatisfied with the 
resent composition of the Port and Docks 

rd, and have no confidence in it.”’ 

In answers to a series of questions by the 
Chairman, the witness stated that his Associa- 
tion was in favour of having the six counties 
Surrounding Dublin having one representative 
each on the Port Board, the selection of each 
to be some person having a direct interest in 
the trade or commerce of the country. There 
should be three nominees of the Government, 
with a corresponding reduction in the number 
of members from the city. He -would reduce 
the representation of the city from the pre- 
sent seven to the Lord Mayor and one other. 
The Government should have some control 
over port autaorities, just as at present they 
have over county councils. That did not 
apply to the smaller ports. There are bigger 
interests outside Dublin at present having no 
voice in the management of the port than 
there are in the city, where people have votes 
for electing members to the Board just 
because their valuation is £250. He did not 
altogether object to plural voting, but he 
objected to having the electorate confined to 
Dublin City. 

On the subject of the lairages he stated 
that all the available space from the Custom 
House Dock to the end of the North quay is 
leased by the Board to a shipping company. 
The British and Irish Company, for instance, 
hold lairages not required for their trade. 
They have three or four lairages which are 
used only. alternately. just for the sake of 
keeping possession. Those are used only for 
the detention and inspection of cattle as 
required by the Government regulations. and 
they are antiquated and out of date. In those 
lairages the cattle are put into one open pen 
where they horn and slave one another for 
hours. They cannot rest or take food or 
water under the conditions there. 
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A PUBLIC LAIRAGE.

At this stage Mr. David Barry rose and 
said that Mr. Cassidy, who was seated beside 
him, had just remarked that he (Mr. Barry) 
had briefed Mr. O'Conor for his . cross- 
examination of the witness. 

Mr. Cassidy—It was only a joke. 

Mr. Barry—It was not; I know your 
joking. 

Mr. O’Conor—TI am briefed by no one, but 
I happen to know a good deal about the 
cattle trade. 

THE CATTLE MARKET SITE. 

Senator Counihan, continuing, said that he 
was in favour of transferring the present 
Cattle Market to the North Wall, and so 
were all in the trade, except those with 
vested interests in the existing site. He 
believed that the change would mean a gain 
to the trade of 4s, to 5s. per head. ere 
was a tendency to send cattle for Glasgow 
via Belfast, not because of lower freightage, 
but on account of.the better facilities, accom- 
modation and services. The railway com- 
panies on both sides of the water offered 
every facility for sending cattle through the 
port of Belfast. 

Mr. O’Conor—Do the Irish railway com- 
panies give proper facilities for the despatch 
of cattle from all parts of the country to the 
ports’—Transit is sometimes slow. 

Are the rates reasonable’—They are not. 
The charges of the railway company are as 
much as 120 per cent., and more, above pre- 
war. 

Chairman—What does your association 
think would be a reasonable rate for the 
shipping companies to charge?—We consider 
that there should be at least 10 to 15 per 
cent. reduction. When. we approached the 
companies to reduce the freights they 
actually put them up by 10 per cent. 

To Mr. Deegan—He said that the site for a 
publie lairage could be obtained by utilising 
some of the present lairages not fully used, 
and also by taking a piece of ground from 
the Great Southern “Railways. hilé he was 
against, interference with private interests. 
he held the view that those should not be 
regarded when they came in opposition to 
the public interests, He was against the idea 
of the shipping companies now providing up- 
to-date lairages in Dublin just to prevent 
another shipping company coming in or the 
exporters chartering a special boat. The 
present controlling company would put up a 
strong fight against the provision of any 
facilities that would lead to competition 
again. The Government should have power 
to step in if they believed that the Port 
Board was swayed too much by the vested 
interests represented on it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dockrell, counsel 
for the Port and Docks Board, he admitted 
that three out of the twelve trade members 
on the Board were connected with the cattle 
trade. Of those Mr. John McAvin was a 
director of the British and Irish Shipping 
Company and Mr. Field was a man who had 
had his day. 

Mr. Dockrell—Is it your view that this 
question of an independent lairage linked up 
with that of independent shipping ?—That is 
one of the chief reasons why there should be 
a lairage independent of the shipping 
combine. 

THE SHIPPING RATES. 


Pe 

Mr. John Cassidy, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Cattle Trade Associa- 
tion, stated that many cattle are sent from 
Navan to Glasgow by Belfast rather than 
through Dublin. The reason was the better 
facilities for getting the cattle away. There 
was no Fa daily boat from Dublin, 
whereas there are from Belfast a daily ser- 
vice direct to Glasgow, a service 5 days a 
week to Ardrossan and 3 sailings a week to 
Ayr, from which cattle are carried on to 
Glasgow at an inclusive rate. Trade was 
being diverted from the rt of Dublin 
because there was not a air sailing to 
Glasgow, as it existed in the days oí the 
Burns and the Laird lines, and later before 
those united were taken over by Coast Lines. 
He agreed with Senator Counihan’s calcula- 
tion that the shipping rates on cattle have 
gone up 200 per cent. over pre-war. The 
accommodation now provided aboard is quite 
satisfactory, but no better than it was from 
1896 up to the war years. The Government 
counseled the companies to provide better 
accommodation, 

He emphasised the importance of proper 
Jairages if cattle were to be presented in 
suitable condition. The Corporation Jair- 
age as Glasgow accommodates 
conditions as suitable as those of the farmers’ 
own sheds. The damage was done to Irish 
cattle mostly in the driving from the Dublin 
market, and during the » Be they are képt 
in the open pens at the North Wall. He 
had seen as many as eighty cattle together 
in a pen boring one another. ' 

In reply to Mr. Dockrell, he admitted that 
the Port Board, as a board, had always 
given his Association a fair business deal, 
but many of its members individually were 
up against them when there was any question 
of rates or facilities. It was. his opinion, 
after a long life in the business, that the 
cattle trade was unfairly treated by the carry- 
ing companies, which did as little as possible 
in return for the money that they drew 
from it. 

He did not recognise Messrs MacAvin, 
Leonard and Field as representatives of the 
cattle export trade on the Port Board. Mr. 
MacAvin was a director of the British and 
Irish Company. Mr. Leonard was a grazier 
and salesman, and Mr. Field was twenty 
years beyond the age when he could do any 
useful work such as he did in the past. 

Finally, he told Mr. Dockrell that there 
were fewer fortunes made in the cattle trade 
than in any other business of his knowledge, 
but there had been many and tremendous 
losses. 

The inquiry will be resumed this morn- 
ing.

With a view of dealing with the traffic 
“war” between the ‘buses and tram cars, 
the Belfast Corporation’ have framed néw 
by-laws which are to be considered at a 
meeting of the Cty Councl to-day. If the 
new by-laws ate put into operation it will 
mean that "buses will not be allowed inside 
a wide central area of the city, and they will 
only be allowed to lift and alight passengers 
at certain fixed stopping points. Minimum 
fares also are to be imposed, 


PROPOSED CHARGES. 

A charge of 3d. is proposed to be imposed 
for each ‘bus for each period of half an hour 
during which it uses a stand or starting 
place. The maximum fares for passengers and 
luggage within ten miles of the city 
boundaries and inside the boundaries are :— 

For each passenger with luggage not ex- 
ceeding 28lbs. between any two points within 
the city for each journey—6d. 

For each mile or portion of a mile within 
the distance of 10 miles outside the city 
boundaries——2d. 

The minimum 
boundaries are :— 

For each passenger aged 14 years or 
upwards with luggage not exceeding 26lbs. 
between any two points within the city, for 
each journey—4d. 

For season tickets covering a period—8d., 
multiplied by the number of week-days in the 
period. : 

If the new by-laws are passed by the Cor- 
poration they cannot come into operation until 
they receive the sanction of the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs.

PROTEST AGAINST PROPOSAL. 

Mr. J. F. Miley, Free State Local Govern- 
ment Inspector, will resume the inquiry at 
the City Hall, Dublin, to-day into the 
desirability, or otherwise, of providing a 
municipal gallery of modern art in Dublin, 
when evidence from the citizens will be heard 
with regard to the proposal. 

Mr. J. Hubbard Clark, who will be unable 
to attend, has addressed a letter to Mr. 
Miley protesting agdinst the proposal. 

Mr. Clark writes :—The estimated cost of 
building is £120,000, So far as I am aware 
neither the city nor the county has money in 
hands for this object. It would, therefore, 
require to be borrowed. The loan would, 
probably, be for 40 or 50 years, and, when 
the principal and interest had been repaid, it 
would be found that the £120,000 had become 
something very near ,000. 

COST OF SITE. 

Then, the cost of site and equipment, of 
which no estimate has been given, has also 
to be provided, so that before the building, 
which the promoters are demanding. had 
became an accomplished fact something 
approaching half-a-million pounds would have 
been spent. After that we have mainten- 
ance and upkeep. These items alone would 
swallow up the lid. in the £, suggested by 
some of the witnesses as being ample for the 
whole scheme. So much for the financial 
aspect. With regard to many of the other 
arguments put forward, they seem to me to 
be little short of cant and humbug. 

Evidently the National Gallery is beneath 
their notice. The director of that collection 
of all the schools and masters is appalled at 
the lack of interest shown by the business 
community towards the new project. 

According to many of the supporters o. 
the new sales all the evils we are suffering 
result from the Jack of a large municipal art 
gallery, and the erection of one would, among 
other things, remove the present architectural 
stagnation of the country. It would cause 
builders artistically to embellish the buildings 
they were erecting evidently without refer- 
ence as to cost. 


THE ARTISTS IN OUR MIDST. 

The building of a new Art Gallery can very 
well afford to wait until the re-construction of 
tne large public buildings at present in hands 
is completed. We can all do something to en- 
courage the artists in our midst who generally 
have to go elsewhere to get a living. More 
than artistic atmosphere is required. Other 
cities can, by their Art Unions alone, distri- 
bute thousands of pounds by the purchase of 
nictures, whereas our R.H.A.’s had to aban- 
don theirs as they could scarcelv meet their 
expenses. That was almost thirty years ago, 
and to my own knowledge the purchase of 
our artists’ worss has not improved much 
since then. Let us get the Lane pictures by 
all means, but not at the price asked,

DUNDALK QUARRY 
CRIME. 


PRISONER’S STATEMENT TO 
CIVIC GUARD. 

Further evidence was given yesterday at 
Dundalk, when Gerard Toal, the youth of 
19, was charged with wilfully murdering Mary 
Callan, the priest’s housekeeper at Faughart, 
three miles from Dundalk on May 16th, 1927. 

Annie McLernon, a little girl who formerly 
lived in the district, was examined, and said 
that. she knew both the accused and the dead 
girl well. When the housekeeper disappeared 
Toal had a white shirt with black stripes and 
a grey stripe through it. 

Portions of a shirt were produced, and the 
girl said that this was the shirt which Toal 
wore. 

A youth named Michael Grant, of Killen, 
said that he knew Toal well, and the accused 
often complained to him that he did not like 
Mary Callen. 

Mr. Hamill—Did he say why he did not 
like her?— Yes; because he could not have his 
own way in everything. 

Henry Myers, a farmer, said a couple of 
evenings after the disappearance of the girl 
he saw Toal, who said he did not know where 
Mary had gone or why, but that he thought 
he saw the tracks of a bicycle from the house. 
He heard Toaj tell the same story to other 
men at Falmore Bridge afterwards, 


STATEMENT TO INSPECTOR.

POLRESTONE, Tuesday Night. 

A hurricane of. sorts swept the course 
beiore and throughout the racing this after- 
noon. How light-weight jockeys avoided 
being blown their horses it is hard to 
say, because in the enclosures people had 
to cling to the railings on occasions to keep. 
their stances, and hats, furs, and such gar- 
ments were whirling in all directions, which. 
is not as 1 should be in June at a pleasant | 
seaside resort in the South of England. 
The racing was again moderate in quality, 
and, except in ihe case of one two-vear- old 
race, it hardly rose above plating class. 

The stake-money divided among the owners 
of winners and placed horses amounted to’ 
£860, and in entry money and surpluses from 
the sale of selling plate winners the executive 
collected £915--so they actually made a 
profit of £55! And vet there are opponerits 
of the totalisator, and people wonder why 
racing is not flourishing and why owners 
ever compiain. ‘the owners who keep 
moderate horses to run at this sort of meet- 
ing nowadays are heroes. 

One of the heroes of to-davw was Senator 
Parkinson, who won the Stavers’ Selling 
Handicap with Prospice. Barrett crossed to 
ride him, and after Lord Rosebery’s Myr- 
midon had turned it up in the straight, 
Prospice, whom Barrett had kept well on 
the outside, but within striking distance 
of the leaders all the way, came and won 
easily by three lengths from 5. wing Machine. 
The latter had got up to finish a neck in 
front of Myrmidon, and se deprive Lord 
Rosebery of the surplus, which in this case 
was considerable, a5 Stanley Wootton took a 
liking to the old Irish horse of © defective 
and paid 330 gns. for him.
